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With every door and window in his 
apartment oioeed and locked securely, 
Leopold Buckhardt, 60 yean old, a 
retired capitalist, waa found dead on 
the floor in the dining room of his 
home, Auburn avenue, Cincinnati, 
Wednesday morning.

hardt bad ben struck on the head. 

At first the police were Inclined to 
the theory of death by apoplexy, as 
much of the circumstantial evidence 
seamed to Indicate such a causo. But, 
after an Investigation, Detectives Cen- 
ter!. Oernhardt and Hill, who were as- 
signed to the case, said they thought 
the capitalist bad been murdered. 

One thing that caused the police to 
accept the murdor theory was that 
Mr. Bnrckhardt waa seen alive several 
hours after dark on Tuesday night, 
while the oleotrlc lights were not 
burning in the apartment where his 
body was found. They said this Indi- 
cated the presence of some person In 
the apartment who turned out the 
lights after the man's death. The ad- 
ditional fact that a pocketbood sup- 
posed to have contained approximate- 
ly 11,000 was missing Indicated that 
robbery might has be«n the murder- 
er's motive. 

Detective Center said that several 
persons living ncsr the flat building, 
which Mr. Burckhurdt owned and 
lived In, told him they had seen the 
capitalist walking up and down in 
front of his home at 9 o'clock on 
Tuesday night

two new and Important provisions, 
which are the subject of frequent in- 
quiry. The first relates to the per- 
sonal exemptions allowed married 
perHons, and the second to the provi- 
sion requiring that a return be made 
of gross income of $5,000 or more. 

The act provides that a married per- 
son, living with husband or wire, 
whose net income for 1921 was $6,000 
or lesg shall be allowed a personal ex- 
emption of $2,600. If the net Income 
of such person was over $5,000 the cx- 
exptlon Is $2,000. Under the Revenue 
Act of 1918 the personal exemption al- 
lowed a married person was $2,000, re- 
gardless of the amount of net Income. 
The normal taxrate remains un- 
changed, 4 per, cent, on the first $4,000 
of net Income above the exemptions 
and 8 per cont.on the remaining net 
Income. 

In order that an Income slllghtly In 
.'xcess of $5,000 shall not bo subjected 
to an Inordinately disp.oportionate 
lax because of the reduction of the ex- 
emption to $2,000 thereon, the new 
lnw provides that such reduction shall 
not operate to Increase the tax, which 
would be payable If the exemption 
were $2,600, by more than the amount 
of the net incomo in excess of $5,000. 

Kor example, on a not Income of 
$5,010, the tax, without this saviui; 
clause, would bo $120.40, which Is 4 
per cent on $3,010, the amount of net 
Income less an exemption of $2,000. 
The ROtUhl tax Is $110.40, computed 
ar follows: from the net income of 
$6,010 Is deducted $2,500, lcavl; g $2,- 
B10, the 4 per cent, ttax on which 
amounts to $100.40. To this Is added 
$10. "tho amount of net Income In ex- 
cm* of $6,000."
